Later a baby died in Pennsylvania, where 
the family stopped to work in the mines 
before proceeding to Utah. While in Penn- 
sylvania their oldest son, Thomas, was 
killed by a coal car. After several years 
they arrived in Utah and settled in Heber. 

Janet was a kind, unselfish person and 
shared whatever she had. She had carefully 
preserved a bolt of sheeting in the family's 
journey across the plains, but when she 
arrived in Heber and found many of the 
people hard-pressed for clothing, she gave 
most of it away. 

She had a life of sorrow, as two more 
sons died after the family arrived in Heber. 
Her daughter Margaret and her husband, 
Joseph Thomas, then died of pneumonia, 
leaving their nine children to be cared for. 
Shortly thereafter her husband died. 
Through all her trials she maintained a 
cheerful attitude and never became bitter.
